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RATS SPARK CALL 
OVER RECYCLING

COUNCIL bosses have been 
urged to admit it has failed 
with its recycling and rubbish 
policy amid reports of rats 
running amok in a town cen¬ 
tre. 

Robert Robinson, clerk of Welshpool 
Town Council, said several rats had 
been seen in the town’s Berriew Street 
car park and Councillor Graham 
Breeze said their presence is evidence 
that it is time Powys County Council 
admitted it had made mistakes. 

Councillor Breeze said residents in the town 
were “outraged” about the halting of kerbside 
collections of plastic lids from food products. 

He said: “Powys County Council is refusing 
to back down despite being bombarded with 
complaints from outraged residents after halt¬ 
ing the kerbside collection of plastic film that 
covers just about every food product we buy at 
the local supermarket. 

“That decision comes on top of the council’s 
remarkable move to only collect general refuse 
once every three weeks, instead of weekly. 

“So we are expected to recycle all this plastic 
film via the general waste bins which are already 
overflowing all over our drives and streets. 

“I’m happy to accept that it’s become too 
costly for the council to recycle plastic film - no 
other county in Wales is doing so. 

“But it is sheer madness to ask us to put even 
more waste in the black recycling bins and at 
the same time empty them only once every three 
weeks.” 

Councillor Breeze added: “I’m sick of hearing 
excuses that Welsh Government funding cuts 
have caused the decision. Residents can’t be hit 
twice in this way. We all know that Powys has 
faced the biggest funding cut in Wales so isn’t 
it enough that our rates have been increased to 
offset that?” 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet member for 
environment and sustainability, said: “Plas¬ 
tic film accounts for approximately 200 of the 
70,000 tonnes of the total household waste col¬ 
lected annually in Powys. The average house¬ 
hold produces about 3.5 kilograms of plastic film 
annually - about the same weight as a brick. 

“Plastic film takes up very little space in a 
wheeled bin or a purple sack as it compacts eas¬ 
ily- 

The number of complaints about plastic film 
have dropped dramatically in the last few weeks 
and this suggests that householders have now 
got used to the recent changes. 

“Last November we moved from a fortnightly 
residual waste collection to a three-weekly col¬ 
lection. This change came after a Welsh Govern¬ 
ment waste composition analysis showed that 
one third of waste in the black wheeled bin could 
be recycled. If any householder is struggling to 
reduce the amount of waste they put in the 
black wheeled bin, they can contact our waste 
awareness team. Householders can also request 
additional recycling boxes if they are required.” 



TURBINES 

Public thanked as 
convoys approach 
half-way point 

THE developers behind a wind farm in 
Mid Wales have thanked the public of 
Oswestry, Welshpool and surrounding 
areas for their patience as the massive 
turbine convoys approached the half-way 
point of their daily deliveries schedule. 

Lorries are currently carrying turbine 
blades and parts along the A483 trunk 
road - past Oswestry and Pant and into 
the centre of Welshpool - on a daily basis, 
causing traffic delays for motorists caught 
behind them. 

The Tirgwynt wind farm convoys are 
heading to Carno for up to six days a week 
until the middle of September and Pete 
Thomas, construction manager, for devel¬ 
opers Awel Newydd Cyf, confirmed that 
the work is scheduled to be completed on 
time. He said: “The deliveries so far are 
going smoothly and we have been able 
to bring some of the largest and heaviest 
parts on to the site, the blades and na¬ 
celles, with minimal disruption. 

“We are very pleased with the positive 
feedback we’ve had from many members 
of the public, who recognise the excellent 
job that both the police escorts and the 
drivers are doing. 

“Although the delivery schedules do 
change from day to day, we have been able 
to communicate this effectively. We expect 
to be on target to complete deliveries by 
mid-September. We’d like to thank every¬ 
one for their patience and support so far 
- we’re almost half-way there.” 

PLANNING 

Inspector to decide 
on homes proposal 

A PLANNING inspector is to decide 
whether up to 49 homes should be built. 

Developers appealed to a government 
planning inspectorate against Powys 
County Council after members failed to 
make a decision on its plans for land at 
Llandrinio, near Four Crosses. 

At a planning meeting in July, coun¬ 
cillors said they were minded to refuse 
planning permission for the application 
to build 49 homes on land off the B4393. 

Two community councils and a number 
of residents objected to the scheme over 
claims there were more suitable sites 
available in the area to build on.

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The sky's no limit for 
air ambulance service

AN air ambulance organisation 
showed off its new helicopter, 
part of a fleet that helps save 
lives in Mid Wales. 

The Welsh Air Ambulance has re¬ 
cently bought a fourth air ambulance 
in addition to the three that fly out 
of Welshpool airport, Caernarfon 
in North Wales and Dafen in South 
Wales. 

It will be used not as a blue light vehicle 
responding to 999 calls but for transporting 
critically ill patients across Wales, includ¬ 
ing those in Mid Wales. 

It will also be able to transfer neo-natal 
babies when it is fitting with Wales’ first 
flight incubator in the next few weeks. 

The £70,000 bespoke incubator is the 
most advanced in the UK and will replace 
long road ambulance journeys for vulnera¬ 
ble babies. 

The charity already operates the offi¬ 
cial National Children’s Air Ambulance in 
Wales, airlifting 250 children a year from 
life-threatening emergencies or to chil¬ 
dren’s hospitals across the UK. 

Inside the fuselage are oxygen machines, 
entonox valves, and drawers labelled drugs, 
along with masks and other medical equip¬ 
ment. 

The helicopter also carries five units of 
fresh blood - Type O - that arrives three 
times a week from the Wrexham transfu¬ 
sion centre. 

Pilot James Grenfell said he could land 
on a space three quarters the size of a ten¬ 
nis court. 

“We have to look for somewhere large 
enough and with a slope of less than 40 de¬ 
grees. We also have to be aware of the sur¬ 
face we are landing on and obstacles such 
as power lines,” he said. 

On a flight the helicopter reaches Lake 
Vyrnwy in just six minutes - a journey 
that can easily take half an hour or more 
by road. 

The Welsh Air Ambulance can also travel 
from Welshpool to the coast in just 15 min¬ 
utes, a comfort for holidaymakers who 
make fall ill, or get into difficulties in on 
by the seaside. 

The service is run through contributions. 
Each mission costs on average £1,500. 

The organisation has charity shops 
across Wales, regular fundraising events 
and online donating and more information

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New probe 
after blast 
at factory 

AN explosion at a factory near 
Oswestry has sparked the second in¬ 
vestigation at the site in less than a 
month. 

A blast happened at Kronospan in 
Chirk, just weeks after pupils from 
nearby Ysgol y Waun were kept inside 
during their playtime because of con¬ 
cerns over emissions from the factory. 

The explosion, which happened at 
about 9am on Friday, resulted in no 
injuries but it is believed that some 
walls inside the factory were dam¬ 
aged. 

Natural Resources Wales said it 
was working with the Health and 
Safety Executive to investigate what 
happened. 

Lyndsey Rawlinson, head of op¬ 
erations in North Wales for Natural 
Resources Wales, said: “Our officers 
have attended the site and we’ll con¬ 
tinue to work with the Health and 
Safety Executive to investigate what 
happened.” 

Kronospan spokeswoman Candida 
Pryce-Jones said: “We had a sus¬ 
pected gas explosion at approximately 
9am. There were no injuries and 
it was dealt with by our onsite fire 
team.” 

Last month environmental health 
officers at Wrexham Council launched 
an investigation, supported by Natu¬ 
ral Resources Wales, following school- 
children being kept inside during 
their break time amid safety concerns. 

Safety concerns 
dash hatch plan 

PLANS to serve alcohol through a 
hatch at a former cafe in the heart of 
a town centre have been dashed by 
police objections. 

A bid by Michelle Sevim for a licence 
to sell alcohol at 10 Willow Street in 
Oswestry had been due to go before 
Shropshire councillors next week. 

She had requested to be allowed 
to serve alcohol from 7am until lam 
every day with a special hatch for off 
licence sales after 11pm. However, 
police objected on the grounds of pub¬ 
lic safety and preventing crime and 
disorder. Officers asked the licence 
be restricted to 7am and 11pm - and 
lodged a specific objection to the use of 
a serving hatch. 

Mrs Sevim has withdrawn the after 
11pm request and the idea for a hatch 
and, with now no objections to the ap¬ 
plication, the licence will be granted 
without need for a meeting.

PEOPLE are turning up at a spe¬ 
cialist orthopaedic hospital with 
injuries that need accident and 
emergency treatment. 

The Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt 
Orthopaedic Hospital near Oswestry 
does not have an emergency depart¬ 
ment or a minor injuries unit, but that 
has not stopped a number of people 
turning up at the main outpatients 
department asking to be seen. 

Recently a man arrived with an injury to 
his hand that needed immediate care. Hav¬ 
ing been dropped off by a car that then left 
the site, the man had no family or friends 
close by to help, meaning that an ambu¬ 
lance transfer had to be arranged to get 
him to a suitable location. 

Liz Reece, Nurse Manager of the Main 
Outpatients Department at RJAH, said: 
“We provide very specialist services at 
this hospital and every patient who comes 
through our doors should already have an 
appointment to be seen. 

“We have an outstanding team in their 
field, but we do not have the facilities or the 
resources here to support and treat emer¬ 
gency patients.” 

She said the latest case was not an iso¬ 
lated one and said others turning up in¬ 
cluded a man complaining of pain in his 
ribs after a crash on his mountain bike and 
a teenage girl who suffered an injury play¬ 
ing netball. 

Mark Brandreth, Chief Executive at 
RJAH, said: “All of these people clearly 
needed medical attention, but this was not 
the right place for them to be to get the care 
they need. 

“In all of these cases our staff did the best 
they could to look after these patients until 
they could be transferred to where they 
needed to be. That took those staff away 
from the roles they were supposed to be 
doing though, and it is a situation we would 
like to avoid repeating.” 

Liz Reece said: “There is an excellent 
Minor Injuries Unit in the Oswestry Health 
Centre and if needs are even more pressing, 
people should seek the help of the nearest 
emergency department - which for most 
people within our locality will either be at 
the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital or the Wr¬ 
exham Maelor Hospital. If you are not sure 
of what the best option is in your particular 
situation, you can always call the NHS 111 
Helpline for advice.”

Probe after 500 
fish found dead 

HUNDREDS of fish have been found 
dead in a river prompting investiga¬ 
tions into a potential pollution inci¬ 
dent.

NRW has taken water samples to 
check for signs of pollution and will 
also carry out post mortems to at¬ 
tempt to identify the cause of the fish 
kill.

DEVELOPERS wanting to built 600 homes in a market town must do 
more traffic surveys, the Highways Agency says. 

A planning application has been submitted for the urban extension on the eastern 
gateway to Oswestry, just inside the town’s A5/A483bypass. 

Highways experts say they want more details on how the traffic from the new homes 
would impact the two major trunk roads. 

The homes would be built on 24 hectares of land between the bypass and Shrewsbury

New scheme 
to help the 
homeless 

A NEW scheme reaching out to homeless 
and vulnerable people has already targeted 
15 areas in the county. 

Shrewsbury Ark, based in Castle Fore¬ 
gate, began the outreach project less than a 
month ago after a grant allowed volunteers 
to start getting out of the drop-in centre to 
help people on the streets. 

The charity was set up eight years ago 
and this year received a £25,000 grant 
from Shropshire Council, allowing it to 
branch out. Since the new scheme began, 
volunteers have visited 15 rough sleeper lo¬ 
cations, four of which are outside Shrews¬ 
bury including in Whitchurch, Oswestry 
and Wem. 

The visits have led to the charity being 
able to access, help and support nine people 
who do not already visit The Ark. 

The outreach scheme is run from the 
Street Pastors offices in Shoplatch, Shrews¬ 
bury, and centre manager Tim Compton is 
heading up the project. 

Managers and volunteers at the Ark wel¬ 
comed the grant last month, allowing peo¬ 
ple to call a hotline to let the charity know 
about rough sleepers. 

Workers now respond the following day 
to provide initial support before helping to 
arrange follow-up meetings and offer as¬ 
sistance once people have moved into new 
homes.

houses would be centred around a central 
green and there would be pedestrian and 
vehicle links to the town centre and to the 
nearby leisure centre and industrial estate. 

There are also plans to build a pedestrian 
bridge over the A5/A483 to connect with a 
proposed new Mile End business park on 
the other side of the bypass. 

In a report to Shropshire Council, Pat¬ 
rick Thomas from the Highways Agency 
says that the A5/A483 is part of the stra¬ 
tegic roads network with the Mile End 
Roundabout close to the proposed develop¬ 
ment recently improved. 

Mr Thomas says the transport assess¬ 
ment submitted by developers looks at res¬ 
idential trip movements and not travel to 
work figures. 

He is also concerned that the data is for 
2016. 

“It is implied that the opening date is 
2016 however this is unrealistic. It is rec¬ 
ommended that an achievable year of open¬ 
ing is modelled.” 

Access to the site would be from a pro¬ 
posed roundabout built where the T-junc¬ 
tion for the Maes-y-Clawdd road is now. 

But Mr Thomas says the transport as¬ 
sessment does not look at what impact that 
new roundabout would have on Mile End 
Roundabout. 

He is calling on Shropshire Council to 
postpone a decision on the application for 
three months so that the developers can 
put forward new documentation to show 
that the new roundabout and the develop¬ 
ment would not impact negatively on the 
strategic roads network. 

J Ross Developments says that the new 
homes would increase the vibrancy and vi¬ 
tality of the town. 

The urban extension has also been wel¬ 
comed by local councillors who say it would 
bring more families to the town and help 
the local economy. 

However there have been worries that 
the local infrastructure will not be able to 
cope with the influx of such a large number 
of people and that new health facilities and 
a school should be provided.

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WE’RE off to the Cotswolds 
for a couple of days, staying in 
a posh pub which, according to 
the online comments, has the 
best rooms and serves the most 
succulent food, and the finest 
wines available to humanity.

New drive launched to 
boost Welsh language 


SALLY WILLIAMS looks at 
ambitious proposals to 
double the number of 
Welsh speakers by 2050 

THE Welsh language is on the 
rise - and a drive has been 
launched to ensure there are 
one million speakers within the 
next 40 years. 

In Victorian Britain, the speaking 
of Welsh in schools was discouraged 
and some brave speakers were actu¬ 
ally punished. 

By the mid-20th century, many 
first-language Welsh speakers - the 
grandparents of 40 and 50-somethings 
today - were “forced” to switch from 
their mother tongue at school, to learn in 
English instead. 

But those dark days for Welsh culture 
are now being brushed aside by an ambi¬ 
tious push to almost double the number 
of Welsh speakers by 2050. 

Vibrant 

First Minister Carwyn Jones used the 
recent National Eisteddfod to declare his 
aim to make the Welsh language a vi¬ 
brant, living part of communities. 

That means more emphasis on the lan¬ 
guage in schools across the Shropshire 
border, along with higher profile cultural 
events. 

“We are a proudly bilingual nation,” 
said Mr Jones. 

“We are confident the discussion we 
are launching will continue to help us 
grow the language so it thrives as a vi¬ 
brant, living part of our communities.” 

Mr Jones said the key areas for action 
to improve the use of Welsh in every 
day life, include the workplace, family, 
schools and the planning process. 

And he cited a growing demand for

Welsh-medium education as “a reason 
to be positive”. 

Lowri Roberts, a freelance translator 
who was born in Oswestry and runs a 
shop called Siop Cwlwm in the town 
market and also online, thinks Mr 
Jones should promote the Welsh lan¬ 
guage on both sides of the border. 

The 35-year-old, who went to Llanfyl- 
lin High School, which has been a pop¬ 
ular choice for Welsh speakers living in 
the Oswestry area for many years, said: 
“The chance to learn Welsh should be 
extended across the border to Oswestry 
- which has been part of Wales in the 
past - and across the whole of Britain. 

“We’re stuck in limbo - more people 
speak Welsh in Oswestry than in any 
other town in England but it is getting 
harder not easier to obtain Welsh-me¬ 
dium education and to get any business 
support. 


“Half a million people speak Welsh 
around the world but devolution means 
there is only support to Welsh speakers 
in Wales. 

“I visited the Eisteddfod in Mon¬ 
mouthshire and saw all the posters ad¬ 
vertising the push. 


Unique 


“But living on the Shropshire bor¬ 
der, we are in a unique position, we are 
stuck in limbo.” 

Welsh Language in Agriculture was 
the theme on one of the days at the Ei¬ 
steddfod. 

Farmers’ Union of Wales (FUW) 
managing director Alan Davies says: 
“Every effort must be made to motivate 
young people to speak Welsh and give 
them plenty of opportunity to use the 
language in their workplace. 


“Welsh-speaking further education 
students from rural areas of Wales, in 
fact all of our young people, must be 
given every opportunity to return to jobs 
and homes in their own communities, to 
help preserve the language but also to 
provide them with the opportunity to 
contribute to our rural economy.” 

This year has been a progressive one 
for schools in Mid Wales that are em¬ 
bracing the Welsh language which is 
proving a draw for parents with Welsh 
roots living in England and in Wales. 

A new £6 million Welsh language pri¬ 
mary school Ysgol Dafydd Llwyd was 
opened in Newtown in the spring by 
Penri Roberts - a past winner of the Na¬ 
tional Eisteddfod Crown for his poetry. 

Headteacher Sian Davies said the 
opening was an “exciting, historical and 
memorable occasion”. “We have 185 pu¬ 
pils but we are built to take 300, cover¬ 
ing a catchment area of the whole of the 
Severn Valley, for anyone who wishes to 
receive full Welsh-medium education,” 
she says. “We are fortunate to have pre¬ 
school and parents and toddlers under 
the same roof. 

“We are holding Welsh classes every 
Wednesday night and will expand these 
in September.” 

And earlier this year, Powys County 
Council cabinet members met to discuss 
plans for a new 420-pupil English lan¬ 
guage school to be built near Welshpool 
High School. 

It would also see a 120-pupil Welsh 
language school open in the town - pos¬ 
sibly at the site which is currently home 
to Ysgol Maesydre in a total investment 
estimated at £12.75m. 

The hosting of Powys Eisteddfod 2016 
at Park Hall in Oswestry this summer 
to celebrate the market town’s Welsh 
roots was a great boost for the language, 
according to organisers. 

And Wales as a country enjoyed great 
support and increased interest thanks 
to the national football team’s perfor¬ 
mances at the Euro 2016 champion¬ 
ships. 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 




Every week, I receive many 
letters and emails from my con¬ 
stituents telling me about the 
broadband coverage in their 
area. Time and again, I learn of 
slow, unreliable services across 
north Shropshire. Broadband is 
no longer a luxury, but an essen¬ 
tial utility, as central to our lives 
as water, electricity and roads. 

Its role will only increase in 
the future, as more smart tech¬ 
nologies rely upon it, calling for 
serious consideration of how our 
network is structured and run. 

For the last decade, the ap¬ 
proach has been to regulate the 
dominant provider - Openreach 
- as a fully-owned subsidiary of 
BT and spend increasing pub¬ 
lic money on rural and poor¬ 
ly-served areas. 

This arrangement has been 
slow and ineffective. Instead, we 
need a bold new strategy which 
separates Openreach from its 
parent company and gives it the 
freedom to co-ordinate and de¬ 
velop the broadband network. 

The Chief Executive of Ofcom, 
Sharon White, undertook a con¬ 
sultation on the future of Britain’s 
broadband services, and con¬ 
cluded this was the “cleanest 
and most clear-cut long-term 
solution.” I welcome her find¬ 
ings, but she has suggested only 
a partial separation. As we saw 
in the protracted unbundling of 
the retail and logistical arms of 

British Gas, however, these 
glass walls or compromise solu¬ 
tions create a host of unneces¬ 
sary problems and costs, and 
delay future investment. We 
must go further and push for full 
separation if we are to release 
the full potential of Britain’s fu¬ 
ture broadband network. 

BT has a number of under¬ 
standable reservations over this 
idea: it naturally seeks a com¬ 
petitive advantage over its rivals 
by maintaining its full retinue of 
services, and wishes to protect 
its current copper-wire assets. 
These private interests, however, 
must be weighed against public 
concerns. Fibre-optic technolo¬ 
gy needs to be implemented ur¬ 
gently, and with it the extension 
of a fast, universal service. 

As that coverage develops, 
the market will become less 
competitive than might be sup¬ 
posed. The crucial factor will 
then be how well the network is 
co-ordinated, making the case 
for a separate Openreach all the 
more clear. 

BT is a fantastic company with 
a long and world-leading history. 
It provides hundreds of jobs in 
north Shropshire and thousands 
nationwide. It also provides a raft 
of mobile and entertainment ser¬ 
vices which are becoming ever 
more popular and prominent. We 
must learn from history, howev¬ 
er, and the lesson from utilities 
including British Gas and others 
across Europe is that structural 
separation will come.

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WHAT ARE MY RIGHTS REGARDING GETTING A REFERENCE 
FROM MY FORMER EMPLOYER? 

Q: I left my old job in a travel agency after a disagreement with my boss. I have since accepted a new job on more money but I need a reference and am worried 
that my old employer might either give me a bad reference or refuse to provide one at all. What are my rights? 

A: An employer has no general duty to give a reference for any ex-employee unless there is a contractual obligation to do so. A contractual obligation could either 
be “express” (i.e. set out in writing or agreed verbally) or “implied” by their conduct (i.e. if your employer has always given references to departing staff). Failure 
to give a reference could potentially give rise to a claim in breach of contract. 

Further, if the decision to refuse to give a reference is related to a protected characteristic as set out in the Equality Act 2010, i.e. gender, age, race, religious belief 
etc, then there could also be a claim for discrimination. 

If an employer does give a reference they are obliged to ensure that it is fair, true and accurate in all regards. If the reference breaches these requirements, the 
employer could face a claim in negligent misstatement. There is nothing however to stop an employer giving a bad reference if it can be justified and supported 
by factual evidence. 

Given the potential risks of giving a detailed reference many employers choose to provide brief factual references simply confirming dates of employment, job title 
and reason for leaving. There is generally nothing wrong in principle with this and if you have left on bad terms this may in fact be preferable. 

If your former employer refuses to provide a reference or provides a reference that is untrue or misleading you should seek legal advice regarding the potential 
action that can be taken.

Traditional skills to be 
on display at steam rally

A COUPLE from a village near 
Oswestry will be taking part in 
this year’s Shrewsbury Steam 
Rally to demonstrate how vari¬ 
ous types of grain can be milled. 

Linda and Peter Brown from Knock- 
in will be exhibiting a Bamford Grind¬ 
er with a Colonial Sifter attached dur¬ 
ing the rally at Onslow Park. 

Mr Brown, an agricultural vintage ma¬ 
chinery enthusiast, will be showing the 
working machinery on both days of the 
Shrewsbury Steam Rally which will be held 
this year on August 28-29. 

After the sheaves have been threshed to 
separate the wheat grain from the straw, 
Peter and Linda then mill the wheat grain 
on the working field into three types of flour 
using the vintage agricultural machine. 

The bran, wholemeal flour and white 
flour are processed by the grinder, with the 
sifter attached to make flour that can be 
used for baking bread and making pastry. 

Edward Goddard, the rally society chair¬ 
man, said: “The golden age of Victorian 
farming proves ever-popular, with lots of 
craftspeople demonstrating everything 
from stone crushing, live blacksmith 
demonstrations, and cider making to 
harvesting with a team of beautiful shire 
horses, reaper binders, and chaff cutting. 

“Lin and Peter are just one superb exam¬ 
ple of traditions being kept alive. 

“I believe the rally offers ideal entertain¬ 
ment for the family with lots of activities to 
enjoy and a lovely way for families to spend 
the weekend, with excellent refreshments 
at good-value for money prices.

Railway line 
work to start 
next year 

MULTI-MILLION pound improve¬ 
ments on the Shrewsbury to Chester 
railway line will not take place until 
next year - 18 months after they were 
due to be completed. 

Network Rail has announced that 
work to double part of the line - which 
will lead to an improved timetable 
in the future including more trains 
on the route - will not start until 
March. The work will see the stretch 
of the line between Shrewsbury and 
Gobowen closed for 24 hours. 

The project, which will enable 
trains to travel at increased speeds 
of up to 90mph, had been due to be 
finished in October last year after the 
Welsh Assembly allocated £44 million. 

But it was discovered signalling 
cable needed replacing after work had 
started, and that no money was left 
in the budget to carry out the repairs. 

Welsh Assembly member Mark 
Isherwood, who has been pressing 
Network Rail over the delays because 
of frustration from passengers, said 
he has just received confirmation of 
the dates of the work. He said: “I am 
delighted that a date has now been 
given, although it is disappointing it 
has taken so long.” 


Fire among three 
tonnes of logs 

A FIRE broke out among three tonnes 
of freshly cut logs. 

The blaze began in West Felton 
shortly before 8pm last Monday and 
two crews from Oswestry were sent to 
tackle the flames, which also involved 
rubbish and undergrowth.

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Views are 
sought on 
footpath's 
main route 

A FOOTPATH in Shropshire could be 
changed after confusion arose from a 
“web of routes” along the distance. 

The Shropshire Way, which was 
introduced to showcase the county’s 
countryside, is under consultation 
with walkers being asked to define 
the main route. 

Shropshire Council is calling on 
people to help ease confusion about 
which route is the main one following 
an upgrade of the walkway. 

In a statement, the council said: “A 
major project to upgrade the original 
route to provide more links to mar¬ 
ket towns and more opportunities for 
shorter circular walks was completed 
a couple of years ago. 

“Whilst this was well received at 
the time, it has become evident that 
the web of routes that are now part of 
the Shropshire Way cause some con¬ 
fusion on the ground and mean that 
there is no defined route that a long 
distance walker could complete and 
say they have walked the Shropshire 
Way.” The consultation is calling for 
views about introducing a proposed 
‘Shropshire Way Main Route’ and the 
line it should take. The documents 
accompanying the consultation ask 
walkers to choose from one of four 
options. 

The consultation also asks for view 
on the markers which will be placed 
along the route, giving three options. 
There is also the opportunity to be 
part of the new Shropshire Way As¬ 
sociation. In 2012, a 40-mile section 
of the Shropshire Way was opened to 
the public. 

The Oswestry Loop was upgraded 
as part of a project to increase the 
length of the 140-mile walking route. 
The Shropshire Way was set up by 
ramblers in the 1970s and has since 
been extended.

400 jobs 
set to be 
created by 


Patients have chance to 
nominate health heroes

food firm 

MORE than 400 jobs are to be cre¬ 
ated by food giant ABR with a £20 
million investment at its operation in 
Shrewsbury. 

The redevelopment of its site in 
Harlescott is the company’s latest 
vote of confidence in Shropshire. 

Last year ABP completed a £30 
million overhaul of its site at Hordley 
near Ellesmere. 

ABP is already one of the biggest 
private sector employers in Shrop¬ 
shire, with 732 staff at the Battlefield 
Enterprise Park in Shrewsbury and 
more than 725 at Ellesmere. The new 
additions would take its total work¬ 
force to almost 1,900 in Shropshire. 

ABP says there will also be a sig¬ 
nificant number of construction jobs 
generated during the project. 

Its county operations supply beef to 
major customers across the country, 
with Sainsbury’s a key contract for 
the company. 

The latest proposal is for a new re¬ 
tail meat packing building that ABP 
says will improve the existing Shrews¬ 
bury plant. 

The new building will also include a 
dry goods store, employee amenities, 
canteen facilities and administration 
and staff offices. 

But director Seamus Banim 
sounded one note of caution over the 
impact of Brexit on farmers in the 
UK. 

“The vast majority of cattle coming 
to ABP Shrewsbury are sourced from 
farms within a 50 mile radius and it 
is our hope that this supply of quality 
British cattle will not be impacted in 
a post Brexit non CAP era,” he said. 

A planning application for the de¬ 
velopment is expected to be made pub¬ 
lic in the next few days.

Fairies have set up home at Henley Woods in Oswestry 


IF you go down to the woods today 
you could come across a fabulous 
fairy garden along with a Borrower 
or two. 

While teenagers are looking for com¬ 
puter generated Pokemon, there are real 
figures to be found among the trees in 
eastern Oswestry. 

Volunteers who care for Henley Woods on 
the edge of the town have created a magical 
scene for youngsters out for a walk with their 
parents. 

Doors and windows have appeared on tree 
trunks and an assortment of pebble houses 


have also sprung up. There is even a wooden 
‘Pod Hall’ the home of the Mary Norton’s little 
people, The Borrowers. 

Amongst the homes the children can play 
with the fairy figurines that have been loaned 
to ‘Borrowood’. 

One of those behind the fairy garden is 
Gwyneth Tipton, who is one of the leading 
lights in the Eastern Oswestry Green Space 
Association, and who helped set up the garden. 

The group looks after not only Henley Woods 
but also the neighbouring Broadlands Way. 

Mrs Tipton said: “There is lots of space to 
run about and an extensive children’s play area 
leading into woodland. The site is popular with 
local children and walkers who use the contin¬ 


uous footpaths connecting neighbouring green- 
space along Oswestry’s Green Network. 

“We thought it would be a nice surprise for 
children to come across Borrowood and be able 
to see the fairy houses for themselves.” 

Recently Henley Woods was also part of the 
route for a fun run. The Easter Bunny Run 
was organised by marathon runners, James 
Manford and Curtis Langley to raise funds 
for Oswestry’s Bone Cancer Centre and Hope 
House Children’s Hospice. 

Planted in the 1990s the woodland was ne¬ 
glected until residents got together with former 
councillor Martin Bennett to clean up the area 
and obtain grants to lay paths and create play

The William Penny Brooks award for Outstanding Contribution 
to Community Sport in Shropshire is the highest Energize ac¬ 
colade, and last year it went to Ken Jones, who has played for 
and been a part of the Dudleston Heath Football Club since the 
1950s.

Figures for 
latest drink 
drive action 

ALMOST 10 per cent of those dealt 
with during a month-long breathalys¬ 
er campaign across West Mercia test¬ 
ed positive or refused to give a breath 
test, according to new figures. 

Some 136 people refused or tested 
positive between June 10 and July 10, 
while an additional 93 people in the 
force area also failed the new roadside 
drugs test. 

The national month-long enforce¬ 
ment campaign - which co-incided 
with Euro 2016 - also ran in Mid 
Wales, where almost 70 tests were 
positive or saw people refuse to pro¬ 
vide a sample. 

Over the past three years, 117 
people have been killed or seriously 
injured in West Mercia as a result of 
collisions involving drink or drugs. 

Inspector Gareth Morgan of West 
Mercia Police said: “It’s encouraging 
that the majority of drivers would 
never think of risking driving after 
drinking alcohol and the message ap¬ 
pears to be getting through. 

“However, there are still irrespon¬ 
sible drivers thinking they can risk 
it, ignoring the devastating conse¬ 
quences that this can cause for them, 
their family, friends and other road 
users. 

“I welcome that we now have both 
the testing ability and legislation in 
place to tackle those people who drive 
under the influence of drugs. 

“We continue to use an intelligence 
led approach to remove these motor¬ 
ists from the road. 

“Enforcing the drink and drug drive 
law is a year round commitment and 
this remains a priority for us through¬ 
out 2016 and beyond.” 

In Dyfed-Powys, police adminis¬ 
tered 2,751 tests, of which 68 tests 
were positive, refused or failed to 
provide. Officers carried out 23 drugs 
wipe tests with 11 positive.

Elliott the dragon is wonderfully brought to life by state-of-the-art effects in the film version of Pete’s Dragon

DO you believe in dragons? You 
certainly will by the conclusion 
of David Lowery’s charming fan¬ 
tasy adventure, which reworks 
the beloved 1977 Disney musical 
of the same title as a rip-roaring 
story of devotion between an 
orphaned boy and his mythical 
protector. 

State-of-the-art special effects magically 
bring to life the titular behemoth - a gargan¬ 
tuan fluffy green beast, whose inquisitive 
and playful demeanour suggests it might be 
the love child of Sulley from Monsters, Inc 
and Falkorthe luckdragon in The Neverend- 
ing Story. 

Lowery’s film possesses a similar sense 
of wonder to those two family favourites, 
underscored with life lessons about the 
self-sacrifice that springs naturally from an 
enduring friendship. 

The lean script, co-written by the director 
and Toby Flalbrooks, is punctuated with 
thrilling action sequences and doesn’t satu¬ 
rate the screen with mawkish sentimentality. 

In fact, the film delivers a hammer blow 
of heart-breaking emotion in the sombre 
opening sequence to rival the animations 
Bambi and Up. 

Very young children may need a comfort¬ 
ing snuggle as life and death skip hand-in- 
hand in these beautifully crafted frames. 

A little boy called Pete (Levi Alexander) 
is orphaned in a road accident and left to 
fend for himself in the forest that buffers the 
community of Millhaven. 

The helpless and tearful child is rescued 
from a pack of hungry wolves by a green 
dragon, which the boy names Elliott after a 
character in his picture book. 


For six years, Pete (now played by Oakes 
Fegley) and Elliott grow up side-by-side 
beneath the forest’s lush canopy until a 
logging operation led by lumber mill owner 
Jack Meacham (Wes Bentley) and his 
brother Gavin (Karl Urban) disturbs the 
peace. 

Jack’s wife Grace (Bryce Dallas Floward), 
a forest ranger, discovers Pete living wild 
and spirits him back to civilisation. The 


orphan bonds with her daughter Natalie 
(Oona Laurence) and father (Robert Red- 
ford), who claims to have seen a dragon 
many years ago. 

But Grace has always rejected the old 
man’s outlandish tale. 

The ranger cannot believe in the exist¬ 
ence of mythical beasts, even when Pete 
draws a crayon picture of his best friend. 

“I know those woods like the back of my 


hand,” Grace tells her husband Jack. “I 
couldn’t have missed a dragon.” 

Pete’s Dragon casts a heady spell by 
combining solid, old-fashioned storytelling 
with dazzling visuals. 

The delightful bond between boy and 
beast is lovingly sketched in the opening 
30 minutes, so when they are separated, 
every fibre of our being roots for a rousing 
reunion. Do you believe in dragons? I do.

THIS year’s Shrewsbury Folk 
Festival will be the 20th festival 
organised by husband and wife 
team Alan and Sandra Surtees. 

When Alan and Sandra decided to 
hold their first festival in 1997, they 
were hoping a “couple of hundred” 
people might turn up. 

That August Bank Holiday, they were 
stunned when 700 people rocked up to a 
school in Bridgnorth, ready to take a leap 
of faith and give the untested festival a go. 
Fast-forward 20 years and the now Shrews¬ 
bury Folk Festival attracts 10 times as 
many visitors and is a firm fixture in the 
folk calendar. 

The roots of the festival grew after the 
couple met at Bromyard Folk Festival and 
decided their then hometown was in desper¬ 
ate need of an injection of folk. 

It was a brave decision for a pair of nov¬ 
ices, who openly admit their enthusiasm far 
outweighed their experience at the time. 
They learnt a multitude of lessons that 
weekend including some unexpected crisis 
management. 

Alan explained: “That was the weekend 
Princess Diana died. When we woke up on 
Sunday morning, we had to make a decision 
about what to do and pulled dancers off the 
streets as a mark of respect. It wasn’t any¬ 
thing we could have planned for so we just 
went by instinct. 

“There were other really basic things we 
found out like the need for radios! Sandra 
lost half a stone that weekend as she had 
to walk everywhere to pass on messages. 
Despite everything, we’d been bitten by the 
bug though and there was no going back.” 

Slowly but surely the festival took on a 
life of its own. Alan originally juggled the 
role of programmer with his day job. San¬ 
dra gave up paid employment to take on the 
running of the event and the festival gradu¬ 
ally took over their lives and home. 

The nerve centre of the operation is their 
home in Worthen and a small back-up team 
supports the couple. In August that team 
grows with the arrival of 450 volunteer 
stewards.

A move to Shrewsbury in 2006 gave the 
festival space to grow. It’s original site was 
in The Quarry and the following year, it set¬ 
tled at the West Mid Showground. 

It now has four music stages including 
indoor venues. There are the two main 
stages where the likes of Rosanne Cash, the 
Levellers and Eliza Carthy will perform this 
year. But there are smaller and more inti¬ 
mate venues that play host to emerging and 
traditional artists. 

The key for Alan and Sandra is to cre¬ 
ate a festival they want to go to. “Which is 
ironic,” said Sandra, “as we’re usually so 
busy, we don’t get the chance to see any¬ 
where near as much as we’d like to. 

“It’s a real balancing act and we make 
sure that if there’s something high energy 
in marquee one, there’s a more traditional 
performer elsewhere. 

“But our bottom line is how we can make 
it the best weekend possible for everyone 

- not how many people we can cram on to 
the site.” 

From morning to night, the programme is 
packed but equally, there’s room to breathe 
and just relax, thanks to the vast acreage at 
the showground. 

“The site is very special and a key part of 
creating that unique Shrewsbury feeling,” 
said Alan. “We have the most loyal audience 
and that spurs us on to hone and perfect the 
show we put on every year. Ninety five per 
cent of our festival-goers have been before 

- it’s great they want to come back but it 
means we have to keep it fresh. 

“We’ve worked with many of our suppli¬ 
ers like sound, lighting and stage teams for 
years and they all feel as passionate about 
the festival as we do.” 

Alan added: “The festival is always the 
most amazing party but this year it will be 
extra special as we mark our 20th.”

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Inaugural Comic Con event in town draws in the crowds

ORGANISERS say they were 
delighted to see artists and 
illustrators from across the 
world gather in Shropshire to 
celebrate Comic Con. 

Hundreds attended the inaugu¬ 
ral festival held at Shrewsbury’s 
Quarry, which was spread over 
two days. 

The weekend event saw some of the 
biggest names in the business hold 
talks and run workshops. 

Howard Chaykin, famous for his 
innovative storytelling and some¬ 
times controversial material, who has 
drawn for DC and Marvel comics, was 
present along with John Wagner, who 
helped revitalise British comics in the 
1970s and continues to be active in the 
comics industry, occasionally working 
in American comics. 


He is best known as the co-creator, 
with artist Carlos Ezquerra, of the 
character Judge Dredd. 

Dene Edwards, organiser of the 
festival, said: “We were really pleased 
with how the festival went. 

“It was the first time such an event 
was staged in the Quarry. 

“Most of the time these sort of festi¬ 
vals are held in large exhibition halls 
and that made a welcome change for 
those taking part.

Mr Edwards said just under 1,000 
people had turned up to the event 
along with around 100 guests and ex¬ 
hibitors. 

“As it was a free event, people made 
their way over to us if they were in 
the Quarry but we also had quite a 
few who just came along because they 
knew the festival was on. It was a very 
mixed audience,” he said. 

“It was a good first event and we 
just decided to hold a smaller one to 
start with. I can say that it will grow 
and become a permanent fixture in 
Shrewsbury.”

Attractive to lot of buyers

You start to question how far 
manufacturers will eventual¬ 
ly be able to take you on a tank 
of diesel when you realise that 
Volkswagen’s 1.6 Passat does 76 
miles to the gallon. 

Motoring journalists used to witter on 
about top speeds and how quick you could 
get to 60mph while staying on the road - 
thanks to the superior road handling - but 
now it’s all about running costs and C02 
emission levels. 

And we all know VW has been hitting 
the headlines for the wrong reasons when 
it comes to emissions but the Passat Blue- 
Motion 1.6 TDi 120PS genuinely records 
just 95g/km and tops 76.3mpg on the com¬ 
bined cycle with figures of 85mpg+ on the 
extra-urban cycle. 

Add a basic on the road price of £23,530 
and a 17 per cent benefit in kind taxation 
figure and this should be a car to catch the 



attention of every company car driver out 
there as well as the private buyer, who sees 
running costs as a key decider in the buying 
process. 

I’ve never been excited by the Passat. 
Some cars just give you that tingle when you 
get behind the wheel but there’s none of that 
from this Volkswagen. But there’s simply no 
denying the facts that this model ticks plenty 
of the boxes when it comes to comfortable 
and economical motoring. 

It’s not the most luxurious in the sector but 
there’s all the space you need for five adults 
and the boot does the job, and even passes 
the golf club test. 

The BlueMotion model does stand out 
from the other Passats. It’s got a styling 
pack which means uniquely shaped front 
and rear bumpers, a chrome trimmed front 
air intake and radiator grille with blue stripe, 
unique badging, daytime running lights, 
body coloured door mirrors with integrated 
indicators and LED rear lights. 

Standard features include all the latest 
braking technology such as ABS, BAS and 
EBD and there’s an electronic stability con¬ 
trol programme to help keep you in a straight 
line.

Beginner’s guide to buying new car 


The process of buying a new car is often an 
exciting one, considering you will likely get 
the opportunity to specify every little detail, 
down to the floor mats, yourself. That being 
said, purchasing a new set of wheels is also 
likely to be one of the most expensive pur¬ 
chases you will make, next to buying a new 
house.

• What is your budget? 

This should be the most important question you ask 
yourself. You don’t want to end up in a situation where 
you can’t afford to keep your car on the road, or pay the 
instalments on the car’s finance plan. 

Before even looking at a new car, sit down and work out 
what you can realistically spend acquiring one. 

Remember, you shouldn’t only factor in the cost to buy 
the car itself; things like insurance, petrol and tax all need 
to be taken into consideration. 

• Will the type of car you want suit your needs? 

Once you’re clued up on how much you can actually 

spend, you will need to decide on a shortlist. 

Part of this will be identifying a type of car which will be 
capable of keeping up with your lifestyle needs. 

• What will the car be used for on a daily basis? 

Will it be a school-run machine packed to the brim with 
kids, or a Sunday driver that is only taken out for a spin on 
the weekends? Remember, while a small, sporty converti¬ 
ble may sound like an appealing idea, if you need to ship 
multiple children to and from school, friends’ houses and 
sports practice, it might not be such a wise decision. 

• How much do cars like the one you want sell for fur¬ 
ther down the line? 

No one likes depreciation. It’s a thorn in the side of an¬ 
yone who has forked out large sums of their hard-earned 
cash to purchase a new motor for themselves, and is 
therefore a seriously important consideration. 

Certain cars lose their value more quickly than others, 
so it pays to do a bit of research into this. 

Premium cars may cost more to purchase upfront than 
their cheaper equivalents, but they tend to hold their value 
better too. 



You will also need to think about what options you spec¬ 
ify, as these will not only increase the cost of the car, they 
can also affect resale value. 

Leather seats might be a nice thing to have, but they 
aren’t really expected on something like a cheap city car - 
so will only leave you out of pocket in the long run. 

• Where are you buying your car from? Dealer, broker 
or online? 

Buying from a franchised dealer will often mean you 
get decent aftersales support, as well as assistance from 
knowledgeable staff. However, it might also expose you to 
pushy salespeople vying to meet their targets by offering 


you extras you may not need. Make sure you know what 
you want before going down this route. 

Brokers can help take the stress out of purchasing a 
new car, especially if you don’t care too much about the 
specification or optional extras that come with a car. Bear 
in mind, though, that you may not be able to see the car 
in person, and you won’t receive the same advice as you 
would going through a dealer. 

Buying online is another option, and it’s often a good 
way of seeing what your options are in terms of price. As 
with brokers, however, you may not be able to view the car 
in the metal or give it a test drive before purchase.
